Harbor. The Government has for twen- 
ty-eight years been carrying .out a sys- 
tem of -improvement, there-which will 
ultimately convert the estuary of San 
Antonio into one of the test land finest 
harbors for deep "sea ships in the coun- 
try. All that is needed to aiake Jt 
such now is the dredging of a deeper 
and wider channel and the removal of 
the mud bank in the toner Tjasln. At 
ordinarily 
low tide the channel con- 


tains twenty feet of iwater for a width 
of 300 feet and a distance, of albout three 
miles from the entrance. The improve- 
ment has .been of immense advantage 
to commerce, which is growing stead- 
ily. But the 'great increase in the size 
and draught of deep sea ships in re- 
cent Vears makes it necessary to deep- 
en the channel to thirty feet at low- 
tide and widen, it the full distance ise- 
tween the jetties, which are SOO -feet | 
apart, so that the largest sMps afloat 
bearing 
cargoes may 
-be 
accom- 


modated. Congressional appropriations 
amounting to $2,405,600 -have .been made 
for the "work. The latest contract was 
awarded 
for dredging the tidal cana.1 


Joining- the estuary.with San Leandro 
bay, which is to serve the purpose of 
flushing ibasin 5n the scheme of 'har- 
bor 
improvement. The value of the 
latter to commerce is shown in the 
volume -of freight passing in. and out 
between 
the jetties. In 
1S74 this 


amounted to 154,300 tons; 'in 1S99 it ag- 
gregated 3,373.112 tons, against 5,886,- 
60S. tons 
of freight handled at the 
wharves of San Francisco. The work 
of the Government is thus Ibeing- turn- 
ed -to giood account Many costly pri- 
vate improvements 'have 'been made on 
the strength of it, and the construction 
of others aire dependent on the com- 
pletion of the Government j>lans. The 
Congressional Committee has seen the 
hfcrbor for itself, 'realizes doubtless its 
great va.lue and appreciates its future 
commercial 
possibilities. There

to believe, therefore,, that its 
members will deal liberally with it in 
the'next appropriation 'bill, as it de- 
serves.—San Francisco Call, June 21st.

If, as United States Attorney Wood- 


worth of the Nor.th.ern District oE Cal- 
ifornia declares, our present treaty re- 
lations with China cannot be relied 
upon to exclude t'he:cheap coolie labor- 
ers from this country, there should be 
no delay rn bringing such pressure on 
Congress as will force that body ,to re- 
enact the Exclusion Law. There will, 
of .conr.se, be opposition to the move- 
ment, but we shall have the cordial co- 
operation of all 
the woi-kingmen oE 


America this time, and the Eastern 
politicians will be 'compelled to act with 
us, instead o£ lighting- us as they ihave 
done upon other occasions. 


We who have lived in California for 


any length of time, and who remember 
the-conditions that prevailed before the 
passing of the first law against the in- 
flux of Chinese-, do not "want that 'State 
of affairs ever to be possible again.
